Ottawa. Feb. 4.—The Govern¬ 
ment yesterday filed with the 
1/eairue of Nations Its first con¬ 
tribution to “open diplomacy.** 
That Is the meaning of the reg¬ 
istration at Geneva of the Pacific 
Halibut Treaty, negotiated in 
1933 and executed last year. The 
treaty provides an open season 
for halibut fisheries off the west¬ 
ern coast.

YOUR HEALTH 


WHEN A CHILD HAS A FEVER 

HERE'S WHAT YOU CAN DO 

By Royal 8. Copeland. M.D. 

I have been asked by a mother to 
tell what should be done when chil¬ 
dren have fever. She speaks par¬ 
ticularly of fever In indigestion. In 
constipation and in a cold attacking 
thw thmat-wr chest; —— 

It is safe to assume that In almost 
every instance, rtoe of temperature 
In a child ia an indication of tnfec- 
tion. . 

W^at do we meaIf by infection?_ 

An Infecting agent 4s anything 
which taints or poisons the system. 
Bad air, unclean food, fermenting 
waste in the body—these are ex¬ 
amples of common forms of infec¬ 
tion. 

Many germs taken into the body 
are capable of producing pus forma¬ 
tion. When the pus develop*, the 
Mood takes out of it poison* which 
are likely to cause fever OttlW 
germs generate certain toxins, poi¬ 
sons capable of reaeftng upon' the 
body In such a manner as to elevate 
the temperature. 

In a grown person the fever may 
be announced by a sudden chill In 
a child there may be a convulsion 
instead of a chill. In most instances, 
however, there Is a gradual increase 
in the temperature which is first 


noticed when headache, great weak¬ 
ness or general feeling of Illness 
give* warning that something is 
wrong. 

Knowing why fever comes, you 
can see bow foolish it is to treat 
the fever, instead of removing the 
cause. The patient might be put In 
cold storage long enough to lower 
the temperature, but that wouldn’t 
cure the ailment, would it? The 
fever is merely one of the symptoms 
of thejUlm^ht, whatever the ailment 
ma^6e/ 

Returning to the mother's ques¬ 
tion, you will see that she suggest* 
the proper treatment in each in¬ 
stance by reciting the cauee for the 
fever. The direct answer is simple 
—-got rid of the fever by removing 
the exciting cause. 

Rut of course this is not a suf¬ 
ficient answer. 1 shall be more spe¬ 
cific : 

In diarrhea or constipation the 
first thing to do i* to empty the 
bowel. A dose of castor oil und an 
enema of hot water will accomplish 
this. 

In acute indigestion, to empty the 
: stomach Is good tactics. Sometimes 
• a little baking soda in warm water. 

! given to the child to drlhk, will 
cause him to throw up the offending 
food. Milk of magnesia or rhubarb 
mnd soda may be useful. 

If the child has taken cold, he 
should be placed in u very warm 
bath and left there for a quarter 
an hour. Ttisn dry him off and 
put him in a warm bed, nicely cov¬ 
ered. till his sweat Is ended. Then 
sponge him off with ccld water and 
place him in a dry bed. Give him i 
plenty of water to drink. 

Get rid of the primary cause of 
trouble and the fever will take euro 
of Itself.

Hard wheat basis 
was about steady, while red wheat 
was unchanged to one cent better 
baaia Duluth Bpring wheat sales 
were quite liberal. Snow confirm* 
damage to the Winter wheat crop of 
Oregon and Washington. Kansas 
state report say* the Winter wheat 
outlook in that state Is good. The 
market was nelped materially by the 
higher cables, Liverpool being 3 to 
3 4d higher, while Buenos Ayres 
opened 4 4 cents up with a fair ex¬ 
port business In Argentine wheat re¬ 
ported. We look for a big trading 
market and with bull support aggres¬ 
sive, the tone will be strong. How¬ 
ever, we would suggest securing pro¬ 
fits on all fair rallies. 

Corn: Trade larger in cohi with 
more influential recruits to the bull 
side. Market sold at new high levels 
for the crop and maintained a strong 
tone throughout the session. The 
significant feature of the news is 
that receiver generally admit the 
movement is virtually over so far a* 
any big run is concerned.
